DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
The declaration filed on 3/4/2004 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome the 
Koplow et al. (US 6,496,301) reference. 

In response to the amendment 3/4/2004, claims 2-3 are cancelled, and claims 1, 4, and 5 
are amended. Claims 1, 4-60 and 62-74 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 30-43 and 69-70 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Claims 44-57, 62-68, and 71-74 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. Election was made without traverse in 
Paper No. 6. Thus, in total claims 30-57 and 62-74 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 59-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fermann et al. 
(US 5,880,877). Fermann discloses a source of seed pulses, a fiber ampHfier that inputs and 
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amplifies the seed pulses and outputs amplified pulses, and the pulses within and output by the 
fiber amplifier are parabolic. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 4-29, and 58 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

There is not taught or disclosed in the prior art a laser system including a seed source, 
fiber amplifier, and pimip laser as claimed, where the particulars of the seed source (i.e. the 
added limitations to claim 1 "wherein said seed source comprises") are as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 3/4/2004 have been fiilly considered. The arguments are 
persuasive as to all of the prior rejections except for the 102 rejection based on Fermaim 
(reiterated above). Fermann discloses pulses in the fiber amplifier in Fig. 5 that may be 
interpreted as parabolic.
